The interstate 
shipment of other low grade or small 
size potatoes might also be limited 
upon the recommendation of the area 
committee administering the program 
and with the approval of the Secre­ 
tary. The program provides, there­ 
fore, for Federal-State inspection of 
all out-of-state shipments of potatoes. 
The proposed program would cover
